POTENTIAL HEALTH EFFECTS: This section includes
possible adverse effects which could occur if this material
is not handled in the recommended manner.

EYE: May cause very slight transient (temporary) corneal
injury.

INGESTION: Single dose oral toxicity is extremely low. The
oral LDs, for rats is >5000 mg/kg.

INHALATION: Excessive vapor concentrations are
attainable and could be hazardous on single exposure.

TERATOLOGY (BIRTH DEFECTS): Clopyralid caused
birth defects in test animals, but only at greatly exaggerated
doses that were severely toxic to the mothers. No birth
defects were observed in animals given clopyralid ad doses
several times greater than those expected during normal
exposure. Isopropy! alcohol at extremely high
concentrations has been reported to cause birth defects
and fetal toxicity in rats. At lower concentrations there were
no effects on the fetus.
